He Argues, lf They Are Not Making 
Money— Association Met But Fail­ 
ed to Fine a Member For Alleged 
Cutting of Prices. 


There was a meeting of the local 
butchers’ 
trust 
last 
evening, but 
strange 
to 
say, the 
business 
that 
was expected to be done was the least 
thought of, for the association failed 
to fine one of the members of the as­ 
sociation $j0 for alleged breaking ot 
an agreement, because the butcher, at. 
alleged, sold his meat in the East End 
under (he prices quoted in the agree­ 
ment. Although the report of the com­ 
mittee is said to have been made at 
the meeting, the association 
thought 
it was best to take the word of a mem­ 
ber instead of a customer, and by so 
doing no fines were assessed. 
One butcher in speaking of the high 
prices of meat in this city this morn­ 
ing said that while some of the butch 
ers were complaining of not making 
money, it was their own fault, as they 
could go into the local country dis­ 
tricts ami purchase meat and soil it 
at a much larger profit than they are 
now receiving. 
The butcher also said that it was 
only the butchers who were buying 
their meats from the big trust houses 
that desired to have the prices raised, 
while the meat dealers who are buying 
their meats in the local districts can 
buy it and make a profit, even by sell 
ing it at what the dealers who buy 
from the Chicago houses pay. There 
was an illustration of this given when 
it was stated that local dealers could 
go into the countiy and buy their meat 
on the foot so that it would cost them 
when dressed two or three cents less 
than they could buy *v already dressed 
from the large wholesale houses. 
It has also been said that the Ches­ 
ter butchers are deriving a large trade 
from 
this side cf the river since the 
local dealers have raised their prices 
as their prices are far below 
those 
now asked by some of the local deal­ 
ers.

the way In throe weeks’ time, 
Mr. Fulton was also told that if he 
would remove the house he could have 
it, and if he did not tin* company w’ould 
set fire to it, and it would only be a 
short time until Rh destruction would 
be complete, as it Is a very old house.

His testimony

He said he had Seen present at 
Igbaras when the water cure was ad­ 
ministered to the presidente of that 
town. 
“There was,” he 
said, 
“a 
Spanish woman in the town—a wom­ 
an of education—who was violated by 
the 
American 
officers.” 
Senator 
Lodge asked for the names of the of­ 
ficers. 
These, the . witness said, he 
could not give, adding that he had not 
witnessed the incident, but that the 
woman’s husband was his authority 
for th© statement. 


Democrats Objected to Hearsay.

witness then was asked if he could 
not give further proof of the correct­ 
ness of his charge.

ward us, hand in hand, bearing a 
white flag. 
Both were shot down.

SUPREME COURT FOR DEMING. 
____ 


A Volunteer Officer’s Trial by Regu* 


tar Army Officers Is De­ 


clared Illegal. 


Washington. May 20.—In an opin­ 
ion delivered 
yesterday by Justice 
Peckham, the United States supreme 
court 
decided the case of Captain 
Peter C. Deming in that officer’s fa­ 
vor. 
The ease involved the right of 
a court martial composed entirely of 
officers of the regular army to pass 
upon a case involving the rights of 
a volunteer officer. The effect of the 
opinion is that such a trial is illegal. 
The cou”t held that under the pro­ 
visions of the seventh article of war 
the mixed court of 
volunteer and 
regular officers which tried Deming 
had no jurisdiction whatever; that it 
was a wholly illegal body, and that 
the officer was illegally tried, con­ 
victed and sentenced. 
Deming has 
been out of the penitentiary on bail 
awaiting the 
result of his habeas 
corpus proceedings before the court. 
Many volunteer officers were tried 
in the same manner as Captain Dem­ 
ing and it is believed that they all 
will bo allowed to go free. 
Among them is Captain J. C. Reed, 
of Pittsburg, who was sentenced at 
Manila and brought to Leavenworth 
prison, from which he was liberated 
on a wrrit of habeas corpus, pending 
the decision of the supreme court on 
the legality of his conviction. 
He 
now is at his home in Pittsburg.

He said he had been present at 
Igbaras when the water cure was ad­ 
ministered to the presidente of that 
town.

“a 
Spanish woman in the town—a wom­ 
an of education—who was violated by 
the

officers.” 
Senator 
Lodge asked for the names of the of 
fleers. 
These, th e . witness said, he 
could not give, adding that he had not 
witnessed the incident, but that the 
woman’s husband was his authority 
for the statement. 


Democrats Objected to Hearsay. 
Senator Rawlins and Senator Pat­ 
terson objected to the testimony as 
mere 
hearsay, 
and 
urged that it 
should not go into the record. 
The 
witness then was asked if he could 
not give further proof of the correct­ 
ness of his charge. 
In response he 
said that at San Joaquin the presi­ 
dente of that place gave a reception, 
to which a number of native women 
were 
invited 
from 
Iloilo. 
“They 
were,” he said, “above the average— 
not peasant women.” 
Among those present were Captain 
McDonald,

Plummer, of 
Company M, and Major Cook'.

witness said these officers became in­ 
toxicated and while in that condition 
threw off all their 
clothes 
except 
their undershirts and their trousers, 
and catching the women about

waists insisted on their waltzing with 
them, much to the disgust of the 
women.

the fact that O'Brien had not been on 
good terms with Captain McDonald. 
This was duo, he said

that McDonald had failed to issue the 
rations due to his men.

should have been issued to the men 
He went on to say that there was 
a price en the captain’s head, offered 
by the insurgents, because of the of­ 
ficer's cruelties.

included. 
At first the witness said 
he bad fired in obedience to orders 
and then said that there had been no 
orders to fire.

shooting.” 
he 
proceeded, 
“brought the people to their doors, 
aud among those who came out was 
an old man who was shot iii the ab­ 
domen ani afterwards died. 
Later, 
while the 
firing was in progress, two 
other old 
men. between the ages of 
od and TU, I should say, came out to­ 
ward us, hand in hand, hearing a 
white flag. 
Both were shot down 
and the sergeant reported to Captain 
McDonald 
that he had

O’Brien said that when the com­

he was struck on the back cf the 
h ta l with a bolo. 
The wit nt ss sa id it was an “un­ 
written law out 
there to take no 
prisoners.” 
Dum-Dum Bullets Used. 
lie said durn durn” bullet." were is­ 
sued in the regular way with other 
ammunition. 
He had seen them ••trike 
a man and take the top cf his head 
off. 
He could net tell whether it was 
one of his own comrades or a native. 
Answering questions 
as 
to 
the 
burning of a women and two children 
he said the woman was in a bamboo 
shack and appeared at the door or the 
w indow. 
No ( ffort w as made to res­ 
cue Nor, because it would have been 
impossible, although she carne to the 
door while the shack was burning. 
In answer to Senator McComas, he 
said that his company occasionally 
took prisoners that were not killed. 
He had seen many prisoners held by 
other commands and they were all 
baioc treated kindle aud were not bo­ 
ing shot or killed. 
He admitted that 
the killing of prisoners was not gen­ 
eral. 
The killing of prisoners was a 
matter “that lay with the officers.” 
Answering 
Senator 
Dietrich, he 
said that his command usually treated 
the Filipinos kindly. 
He said his cap­ 
tain was known as a “nigger hater.” 
He (O’Brien) had never received or­ 
ders from his captain to kill prison­ 
ers.

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SUPREME COURT FOR DEMING. 


A Volunteer Officer’s Trial by Regu* 


tar Arm y Officers is De­ 


clared Illegal. 


Washington. May 20.—In an opin­ 
ion delivered 
yesterday by Justice 
Peckham, the United States supreme 
court 
decided the case of Captain 
Peter C. Deming in that officer’s fa­ 
vor. 
The case Involved the right of 
a court martial composed entirely of 
officers of the regular army to pass 
upon a case involving the rights of 
a volunteer officer. 
The effect of the 
opinion is that such a trial is illegal. 
The court held that under the pro­ 
visions of the seventh article of war 
the mixed court of 
volunteer and 
regular officers which tried Deming 
had no Jurisdiction whatever; that It 
was a wholly illegal body, and that 
the officer was illegally tried, con­ 
victed and sentenced. 
Deming has 
been out of the penitentiary on bail 
awaiting the 
result of his habeas 
corpus proceedings before the court. 
Many volunteer officers were tried 
in the same manner as Captain Dem­ 
ing and it is believed that they ail 
will bo allowed to go free. 
Among them is Captain J. C. Reed, 
of Pittsburg, who was sentenced at 
Manila and brought to Leavenworth 
prison, from which he was liberated 
on a writ of habeas corpus, pending 
the decision of the supreme court on 
the legality of his conviction.

now is at his home in Pittsburg.

POTTERY NEWS 


Since the convention of the Broth­ 
erhood at Trenton adjourned and the 
delegates returned to this city, much 
talk has been heard as to the outcome 
of the convention, and as to the proba­ 
ble result of the coming conference 
with the m anufaeturers. 
Many 
have 
rem arked: 
“Will there be any trou­ 
ble?" 
Today It was learned, and from 
a source that is considered absolutely 
reliable, that in the 
convention 
all 
m atters were weighed very carefully 
before any final action was taken. 
It 
has been rumored that some branches 
of the trade will ask an advance, but 
this is not at all likely. 
The Informant 
of this paper stated that there would 
be no trouble, and while it was 
the 
sense of the convention to do away 
with contract work in the potteries, 
the m atter was so left that all would 
be benefited. 
It has been stated that 
while much of the work in the mould 
shops and packing departm ents was 
done under the contract system, some 
printing departm ents were affected. 
There is one shop in the city where 
the work in the printing departm ent is 
done by contract, but it has been the 
custom In the past for this individual 
to divide the money with his help. Now 
that this contract system is done away 
with entirely, all work of the rubbers, 
transferers and cutters, will be done 
by piece, and It is claimed more work 
will be accomplished, and wages ma­ 
terially Increased. 
The work of the 
convention was in many 
respects 
a 
disappointm ent to some, but. the con­ 
servative element, It seems, prevailed. 
and much thereby was gained that was 
unlooked for. 
It was the desire of the 
convention to have uniform ity exist in 
all departm ents of a pottery. 
From 
the clay shops to the packing depart­ 
ment is this desired. 
There is no like­ 
lihood of any trouble between the oper­ 
atives and the m anufacturers if 
the 
above information is reliable. 


Additions to the recent discovery 
of liquid clay near Puton have been 
equaled by tho discovery of a liquid 
glacial clay In the Peabody estate near 
the Sleepy Hollow cem etery near Tar­ 
rytown, N. Y. The discovery was made 
by Edward Henry Kent, who is agent 
for the estate. 
The property consists 
of 30 acres and it is a solid bank of 
clay to the depth of over 50 feet. 
Be­ 
low this soundings had been made. 
It 
was while making soundings recently 
that the discovery of the liquid clay 
was made. 
It has been taken and test­ 
ed. 
A brick was dipped Into It and 
placed in a kiln, the clay producing a 
handsome enamel. For years the prop­ 
erty has been offered for sale at a 
thousand dollars an acre. 
Now it can­ 
not be bought. 
A rough estim ate of 
the value of the clay in this tract is 
$10,(>00,OOO. 
The property is bounded 
on the north and east by the lands of 
John D.. and William Rockefeller. The 
clay Is of an exceptionally high value. 


The scarcity of freight cars and the 
congested condition of railroads chaa 
bern a great source of annoyance to 
m anufacturers in shipping and receiv­ 
ing goods. 
Some companies have been 
so handicapped in this 
respect that 
they now make it a practice of order­ 
ing their goods 
shipped at 
least a 
month or six weeks before they really 
need them in order to have them on 
hand when they are actually required, 
and thus avoid 
disagreeable 
delays 
which have been so common, particu­ 
larly during the winter. 
It is to be 
hoped that the promises of the rail­ 
road companies that quicker service 
will be had from now on will be carried 
out.

Old Glory no longer waves on 
the island, but Americans cannot for­ 
get that the 
island's 
freedom 
has 
ueen purchased with American blood, 
nor can. they cease to take a deep In­ 
terest in the welfare of a people whom 
they have rescued from mediaeval op­ 
pression and barbarous rule. 


The superiority of Instinct over rea­ 
son in certain crises has been striking­ 
ly displayed in the case of the calami­ 
ties in the islands of Martinique 
and 
St. Vincent. It Is reported by survi 
vors from the scene of the devastated 
islands that the birds, beasts and rep­ 
tiles fled from the neighborhood of the 
craters several days before the cata­ 
clysm came.

MUCH BUSINESS ACTED ON 


Decision That Money For Sewer Ffr* 
mite Goes to the City—President 
Names 
Committees— Mayor 
Ap­ 
points Two Night Watchmen. 


T b | Fourth ward of this city is now 
•showsdoe-councilman, Bissett being 
the only representative. At the wind­ 
up of the council meeting last evening, 
Glazer turned in his resignation 
as 
councilman for the Fourth ward, 
as 
he has changed his residence to the 
Fifth ward, and cannot legally remain 
a member of council. The resignation 
was regretfully accepted and a special 
election ordered held in 
that 
ward 
within the next 20 days. 
Every member of council was pres­ 
ent and the meeting was called to or­ 
der promptly at 7:30 for the first time 
in nearly a year. 
Mr. Shoub, as chairman of a special 
committee appointed with power 
to 
act relative to the temporary grading 
of Danbury street in the West End, 
to make it passable for teams going 
to and coming from the brick works, 
reported that the committee had left 
the contract for it with Contractor 
Harrison Rinehart, of East Liverpool, 
who agreed to do the work 
for 
an 
amount not to exceed $10. 
The committee appointed to investi­ 
gate the responsibility of C . H. Tag­ 
gart as city teamster, he having been 
tho lowest bidder for the work, report­ 
ed that Mr. Taggart was ill right, and 
he was accordingly givin the contract 
for the work. 
The sewer committee reported that 
at a meeting two months ago the city 
engineer had been ordered to collect 
$1 for all sewer permits issued and 
that no deposition of the money was 
made. The committee suggested that 
50 cents oi it Ro to the city and 50 
cents to the city engineer. 
Engineer 
Leith, when asked what he thought of 
this, stated that he was perfectly sat­ 
isfied with his present salary. He then 
suggested that the $1 go entirely to 
the benefit of the city. The 
matter 
was disposed of in this manner. 
The mayor then reported that Rob­ 
ert Lomax had connected several sew­ 
ers without a permit, in direct viola­ 
tion of a city ordinance, but before be­ 
ing brought before the mayor to an­ 
swer to the charge had secured 
per­ 
mits to cover all of these connections. 
This m atter was left in the hands of 
the sewer commission to investigate. 
One bid was received and 
opened 
last evening for the construction 
of 
tne city tool house. J. S. Kennedy, a 
local contractor, agreed to

Coal Creek, Tenn., May 20.—The 
worst disaster in the history of Ten- 
nesse mining occurred at 7:30 yester­ 
day morning, when between 175 and 
225 men and boys met instant death 
at the Fratervllle coal mine, two miles 
west of this town, as a result of a 
gas explosion. 
Out of the large number of men 
and boys who went to work yester­ 
day 
morning, 
developments at IO 
o'clock last night show that only one 
is alive, and he is so badly injured 
that he cannot live. 
This man was 
William Morgan, an aged 
English­ 
man, who was a roadman in the mine, 
and was blown out of the entrance 
by the force of the explosion. 
One 
hundred and seventy-five m iners were 
checked in for work yesterday morn­ 
ing by the mine boss. 
In addition to 
these were boys who acted as helpers 
and drivers, road men and others to 
the number of perhaps 50. 
Up to 5 o’clock last evening only 
five dead bodies had been recovered, 
and hope was still high that many 
within were safe. 
The hopes of the 
living were 
doomed, 
however, for 
when onc2 the rescuers could enter 
and proceeded they walked through 
a continuous tomb of death. 
There 
was not a sign of life. 
Every man 
had perished, they believed, although 
it would be this morning before all 
the rooms could be entered. 
Eight dead bodies were first recov­ 
ered. and these were sent to Coal 
Creek. 
Twenty-six more were soon 
found. 
They were not disfigured be­ 
yond identification, and each corpse. 
as it was borne from the mouth of 
the gigantic tomb, was surrounded 
by eager crowds of relatives of the 
men who were entombed. 
The mine 
was not on fire, except in rem ote por­ 
tions, and all bodies perhaps may be 
reached before daylight.

NINETY-FIVE 
INJURED 
BY TOR­ 


NADO IN TEXAS. 


Great Damage to Property at Golaid 


and In Vicinity— Rescue and 


Relief Work Done. 


Houston. 
Tex., 
May 20.—Reports 
from Golaid last night stated that 79 
persons were killed and 95 injured 
by the tornado 
which passed over 
that city Sunday. 
The property loss 
In the city and surrounding country 
will probably reach 
$200,000. 
The 
storm swept the city from end to end 
and demolished 150 stores and resi­ 
dences, many of which cannot be re­ 
paired. 
The tornado, which was preceded 
by a terrific downpour of hail, lasted 
only a few minutes. 
The hail storm 
drove the people into their houses, 
where" they were caught like rats in 
a trap,’ and the death-dealing wind 
came upon them with terrific force, 
leveling everything in its path. 
The 
tornado eavept an area 250 yards wide 
for a distance of a mile and a half. 
Houses collapsed as if built of card­ 
board, covering the dead and injured 
with debris, which necessarily makes 
the work of rescue 
slow'. 
People 
flocked to the town from all of the 
surrounding country. 
Many of them 
had relatives in the city. 
The work 
of rescue was carried on all day yes­ 
terday and the funeral of several of 
the victims took place yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
The supply of coffins has 
been replenished from other towns 
and a large force of laborers was still 
at work last night digging graves for 
many of the unfortunate victims. 
The citizens have perfected a re­ 
lief organization and 
everything is 
conducted in an orderly manner, the 
work of caring for th e dead and in­ 
jured being carried on on a system atic 
basis. 
Gov. Sayers yesterday appealed to 
the mayors of all cities of 3,000 popu­ 
lation and over in the state of Texas, 
asking them to send food to Golaid 
and to raise funds for the sufferers.

The property loss 
In the city and surrounding country 
will probably reach 
$200,000. 
The 
storm swept the city from (nil to end 
and demolished 150 stores and resi­ 
dences. many of which cannot be re­ 
paired. 
The tornado, which was preceded 
by a terrific downpour of hail, lasted 
only a few minutes. 
The hail storm 
drove the people into their houses. 
w here’ they were caught like rats in 
a trap,' and the death-dealing wind 
came upon them with terrific force, 
leveling everything in its path. 
The 
tornado nwept an area 250 yards wide 
for a distance of a mile and a half. 
Houses collapsed as if built of card­ 
board. covering the dead and injured 
with debris, which n e c e s s a r y makes 
the work of rescue 
slow'. 
People 
flocked to the town from all of the 
surrounding country. 
Many of them 
had relatives in the city. 
The work 
of rescue was carried on all day yes­ 
terday and the funeral of several of 
the victims took place yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
T he supply of coffins has 
been replenished from other towns 
and a large force of laborers was still 
at work last night digging graves for 
many of the unfortunate victims. 
The citizens have perfected a re­ 
lief organization and 
everything is 
conducted in an orderly m anner, the 
work of caring for th e dead and in­ 
jured taing carried on on a systematic 
basis.

but eats promiscuously whatever is 
thrown to him. 
There is a certain class of house­ 
keepers who seem to think their fami­ 
lies should be served in regard to food 
with no greater care than the poor pig. 
They toast that they “eat to live.” The 
highest, and most intellectual life re­ 
quires a body in the most perfect phys­ 
ical condition. The food must meet the 
requirements of the body. Badly cook­ 
ed and badly selected food causes the 
great majority of ills to which human 
nature is heir. Most diseases may be 
traced back to malnutrition or the con­ 
sumption of food which has failed to do 
its duty as food.—New York Tribune.

VOTED FOR THE PLAN. 


United States Steel Corporation Will 


Retire $200,000,000 Preferred 


Stock and Issue Bonds. 


New York, May 20.—At tile close 
of the meeting ut the stockholders of 
the United States Steel combine yes­ 
terday Chairman George W. Perkins, 
of the finance committee, made this 
statement: 
“When we found it necessary to 
raise more money to 'complete and 
perfect our plan we considered two 
propositions. 
The first one was to 
sell $50,000,000 preferred stock..This 
stock we oould probably have .placed 
at 90. 
That would 
have 
been an 
Initial loss of $5,000,000 on the par 
value. 
This new issue would also 
call for 7 per cent interest, or $3,000,- 
000 per year and for every year there­ 
after. 
The second proposition was to 
sell $50,000,000 of second mortgage 
5 per cent bonds. These bonds would 
probably have been placed at 95. and 
that would have meant an initial loss 
of 
$2,500,000. 
Neither 
of 
these 
schemes seemed to meet the situa­ 
tion and were open to criticism. 
The 
third scheme was then 
considered, 
namely, to raise’ $250,000,000 by ex­ 
changing $200,000,000 of the 7 per 
cent 
preferred stock for an equal 
amount of 5 per cent second mort­ 
gage bonds and $50,000,000 of such 
bonds for cash. The Interest at 7 per 
cent on $200,000,000 of preferred stock 
equals $14,000,000 per year. 
The in­ 
terest on $250,000,000 second 
mort­ 
gage bonds at 5 per cent would equal 
$12,500,000 per year, a saving of $1,- 
500.000 per year. 
To carry this plan 
out commissions of 4 per cent would 
be required by the syndicate. 
This 
would mean an initial expense of $10.- 
000,000, but the third plan provides 
for a sinking fund, which would wipe 
out the $10,000,000 cost in less than 
IO years and would provide for the 
payment of the entire bond issue in 
60 years.”

VOTED FOB THE PLAN. 


United States Steel Corporation Will 


Retire $200,000,000 Preferred 


Stock and Issue Bonds. 


New York, May 20.—At the close 
of the m eeting ut the stockholders of 
the United States Steel combine yes 
terday Chairman George W. Perkins, 
of the finance committee, made this 
statement: 
“When we found it necessary to 
raise more money to ’complete and 
perfect our plan we considered two 
propositions. 
The first one was to 
sell $50,000,000 preferred stock ..This 
stock we oould probably have placed 
at 90. 
That would 
have 
been an 
initial loss of $5,000,000 on the par 
value. 
This new issue would also 
call for 7 per cent interest, or $3,000,- 
000 per year and for every year there­ 
after. 
The second proposition was to 
sell $50,000,000 of second mortgage 
5 per cent bonds. 
These bonds would 
probably have been placed at 95. and 
that would have meant an initial loss 
of 
$2,500,000. 
Neither 
of 
these 
schem es seemed to meet the situa­ 
tion and were open to criticism. 
The 
third schem e was then 
considered, 
namely, to raise' $250,000,000 by ex­ 
changing $200,000,000 of the 7 per 
cent 
preferred stock for an equal 
amount of 5 per cent second mort­ 
gage bonds and $50,000,000 of such 
bonds for cash. 
The interest at 7 per 
cent on $200,000,000 of preferred stock 
equals $14,000,000 per year. 
The In­ 
terest on $250,000,000 second 
mort­ 
gage bonds at 5 per cent would equal 
$12,500,000 per year, a saving of $1,- 
500,000 per year. 
To carry this plan 
out commissions of 4 per cent would 
be required by the syndicate. 
This 
would mean an initial expense of $10.- 
000,000, but the third plan provides 
for a sinking fund, which would wipe 
out the $10,000,000 cost in less than 
IO years and would provide for the 
payment of the entire bond issue in 
60 years.”

SUPREME COURT FOR DEMING. 
____ 


Volunteer Officer's Trial by Regu 


lar Army Officers 
Is De­ 


clared Illegal. 


Washington. May 20.— In an opln 
Ion delivered 
yesterday by Justice 
Peckham. the United States suprem e 
court 
decided the case of Captain 
P eter C. Deming in that officer’s fa­ 
vor. 
The case involved the right of 
court martial composed entirely of 
officers of the regular arm y to pass 
upon a case Involving the rights of 
a volunteer officer. 
The effect of the 
opinion is that such a trial is illegal. 
The cou-t held that under the pro­ 
visions of the seventh article of war 
the mixed court of 
volunteer and 
regular officers which tried Deming 
had no jurisdiction whatever: that It 
was a wholly Illegal body, and that 
the officer was illegally tried, con­ 
victed and sentenced. 
Doming has 
been out of the penitentiary on ball 
awaiting the 
result of Iii? habeas 
corpus proceedings before the court. 
Many volunteer officers were tried 
in the sam e m anner us Captain Dem 
ing and It is bt beveil that they all 
will bo allowed to go free.

May 20.— At the close 
of the m eeting ut the alo* kholders of 
the I tilted States S teel com bine yes 
terday Chairman G eorge W. P erkins, 
of the finance com m ittee, m ade this 
statem ent: 
‘ W hen 
we found 
it necessary to 
raise m ore m oney to com plete and 
perfect our plan wa considered two 
propositions.

sell $50,000,000 preferred stock. T his 
stock w e oould probably have ^placed 
at 90. 
That would 
have 
been an 
initial loss of $5,000,000 on the par 
value. 
T his new 
Issue would

OOO per year and for every year there­ 
after. 
The second proposition w as to 
sell $50,000,000 of second m ortgage
